It became erident at an early hour 
Tuesday araolnff that tte suc- 
cess o( the RepvMleaii aauon- 
al ticket waa assured. At 8:30 
p. in. returns from nearly tv;o- 
thinlH of tUo <'krti(Jii dlHtrlcts ot 
tinali r New York (lail hpi'ii rctclvt'd. 
iDtJU'atiiiK boyond (lucstlon tli.it Uryuii 
and Stovcnsun toulU nut expect nioru 
than Ujm or 30,000 iilurallty In tbla 
Democntie stronghold, and unless 
Um« <«fip^4«B4alU» 4a ^ttaMMtatde 
eountles iMtrdtd all raawabl* aspM- 
taUon, tha plvotat itata of N«ir York 
had doolared la uamtstakaUa taros, 
although by a graatly rednoed nujor- 
Ity. for I ho Republican candidate*. As 
thi> iiii;lit progrPBsed It only served to 
conllrni this Judgment, the ri'turns 
frniii lliiiiiiiH lii<tukeiied u like euudi- 
tiuii. The Itcpublican plurality of 1896 
waa greatly re<liiced, but It was atlll 
too large to he «iverconip. 

On the other hand, the returns from 
Indiana, Michigan, the two Dakotaa, 
Utah and Wyomlnf. aa wall aa Ne- 
braska, ieemed to Indicate strong Re- 
publican Kalns over 1896. Delaware, 
Maryland anj Wesit Virginia had givnii 
decisive Republican pluralities. The 
count in several of tin' far western 
states Wiw imliirally so delayed as to 
give Jlttlo indication of the outcome 
there, but they had ceased to have a 
dotarminlng effect, and before lo 
o'elock tha Demooratio laadera had 
glTan up tM eo«tMt, and It was an- 
nounced that Mr. BnraD had gone to 
bod and was sound aalcap. 

The whole story was easily and 
briefly told. The Republican ticket 
would have a larger electoral vote than 
four yc.us a«o, ljut In the larger states 
of the caHt and middle west the plur- 
alities had iK^n greatly reduced. Ma.-i- 
■achuaetts had fallen from 174,000 to 
•1.000; New York from 268,000 to 150.- 
000. and lUlaola from 141,000 to 100.000 
or less.

The same truth nppllos to very 
crop wi- try to ffrow. The best weed 
are the eheiipest seed, uiul the best 
furinlnff vx\\\ never be done with sorry 
aeed, <iet the very beat, and then aave 
jour own m-cd with the Tory beat care 
you pan fjive them. 

Vou ran make no worae miataku 
than planting inferior aeed because 
they are cheaper. 

Again we have long wondered why 
our farmeni are ao careleaa about 
taking care of their aeed. Why they 
fjontlnne from year to year to buy 
aeed. 

Every farmer could nnd should 
anve his own out aeed. Uut we aee 
milllnnM of bushels of oat aeed bought 
by fnrniers every year. We ean all 
save <iur Irish potuto seed. Itut thi.s 
is a hwi'i- and incrcaalng trade 
t li I ouL.'liont. the south. 

Many actually hclicvi' that Irish 
pniat'ies f,'ro«n mulh will nuiUc bet- 
ter crops than those we ^row here. 
This is a ureal mistake. Try it and 
you will soon lie (•on\incc-d. They 
teally hecome ai-climatcil and make 
lariTi r ami better crops th.aii shipped 
nceil. Of course it is some trouble 
to SUM' ;:ood seed and protect them 
Ironi rats and weevil uiul dump, but 
wc ciin learu to do these thinffs, and 
we will pet lurfjo pn.v for doiuK' so. 

It is not near so much trouble work- 
in hard all the year and raakinir a 
short crop and borrowing money to 
buy more aeed with, or mortgaging 
the erop or farm too, or both, to 
grow another crop on. 

Yonr anoceaa or failure aa a farmer 
may depend upon the aeed you plant. 
Think of thia and begin to act upon 
It. — Sotithern Cultivator.

It htts beeu tried 
ut several of the experiment atations 
iu the aouth nnd spoken of very fa- 
vorably. In eastern Texaa it ia rather 
common as a volunteer crop und is 
spoken of very highly by some of the 
farmers. It growa best on a rich, 
loamy soil, und will do well in some- 
^vhat ahady locationa. On light, poor 
abil H producea but a acanty gtowth, 
and for paatura In aueh aoU it la In- 
ferior to rye. To oeoura the moat 
aattafaetory reanlts, the land ahould 
bo well plowed and harrowed in, ua- 
Ing tblri^ to forty ponds of aeed per 
acre. 

The seed la rother expensive ut 
present. It Is sold by most of the 
lurper dealers and is (putted ut from 
Hj to .".0 cents per pound, or $10 to 
.$:;."> per hiiiulrcd wei^'hl . The seed 
weit^lis about sixteen pounds per 
IimsIh I. After having' seeded a small 
area, the jfrower may lind it protita- 
l)h' to (-row his own seed, rather than 
pay 25 to 30 ccjitH per pound for it. 

'llic seed should be sown In late Au- 
gust or eorly September, so ftfi to be 
ready to (germinate us soon as the 
Arst full rains come. In ease of a dry 
autumn, the crop will be late, but un- 
dtr favorable conditions a heavy 
stand will be produced, furnishing ex- 
cellent paatura from December to 
April or Mays or .if It la daatrad for 
hay. one, or aomattmaa two. oreps 
j^y bf soeurad. 

riie ^'rasfl la naturally an annual, 
producing its aeed and then dying, 
but if prevented from seeding by con 
tlnuona cutting or iiaaturing, it will 
aurvive aeveral yeura and produce 
well; but as the graaa driea up dur- 
ing' that period is praotloally loat. Re- 
sults giving the most general aatls- 
faclion in ^frcjuin^' it until spring and 
then letting it rcseeii ttaelf.
